Upland’s New High School 
Campus Site is Selected 


Selection of the location of Upland’s new 
high school campus is going to meet with mix- 
ed reactions. It is the “best’’ possible site in 
the opinion of the Chaffey board of educa- 
tion members—at least a majority of them. 

Some local citizens are surprised at the se- 
lection and a few are very disappointed the 
new 40-acre campus is going to be placed so 
near a presently built-up residential area and 
so near the selected site for a new elementary 
school. 

We will concede the Chaffey board mem- 
bers are in a far better position to decide 
than anyone else—and they should be sup- 
ported in their selection. Many factors are in- 
volved in choosing the best site for a school 
which will serve so many generations in the 
future. The first cost of the land is of relatively 
little importance if the “long range” factors 
are more important. 

Density of population in the immediate fu- 
ture is of prime importance because transporta- 
tion costs is one of the most important factors. 

Itis anyone's right to guess where the great- 
est population increase will occur in Upland. 
Perhaps the Chaffey officials have guessed 
correctly. 

In any event, the new high school campus 
will be an important factor in further central- 
izing local interest in the community. The new 


Upland high school will have all the advantag- , 


es of. the giant Chaffey educational system, yet 
local students will be on their “own” campus 
and will be associated with other students from 
this immediate area. 


Unity of Americans Evident; 
‘Politics’ at Low Ebb 


Shortly after the Eisenhower administration 
came into office, Walter Lippmann wrote a 
column which was based on an unusual and 
provocative idea. He pointed out that the 
principles the new president is observing are 
virtually non-controversial now — where once 
not go long ago they would have been burning 
issues. 

The columnist observed the tremendous 
changes that have taken place in American 
attitudes and the tenor of American thinking 
toward the world at large since the start of 
the first world war. 

For all practical political purposes there are 
no ideological divisions within this nation, Mr. 
Lippman observed and added “there is con- 
flict and diversity of economic interests; there 
are racial tensions and sectarian differences, 
but there is no alignment of large masses in 
an irreconcilable struggle. The conflict abroad 
is net a conflict within the American nation. 
We face many dangers but internal division 
is not one of them.” 


Proof of Mr. Lippmann’s thesis is found in 
the reception that has been given President 
Eiserthower's statements and speeches. With 
very» few exceptions, leaders of both pariies 


and ‘other spokesmen have had very little 


crititism tnd much plaise for what he stands. 
And'this is true of the lieutenants he has ap- 
pointed. 


It has been nearly two months since the new 
president's inauguration and the feeling still 
persists . . . . that politics will be sublimated 
to the greatest possible degree in the handling 
of major problems, that the general welfare 
will always be pldced first and that the great 
goal will be the attainment of national unity 
and purpose to an extent that has not been 
known in many years.

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Remodeling of Business | 
Buildings Vital Need | 


Upland’s population increased 47 per cent 
during the 1940-1950 decade. And why hasn't | 
the Upland business frontage expanded like- 
wise? | 

Or, are there signs now of a new, fresh start 
in local business development? 

Remodeling of the front of the J. J. Atwood 
Co. store building is being watched with con- 
siderable interest. This store, the largest in| 
the community, is naturally the center of much | 
attention and its remodeling may serve as a| 
torch and set the pattern for a town-wide “face 
lifting “program. 

Owners of some other business buildings 
have made minor improvements but on the 
whole there has been very little change in the 
business community. At least, the business 
district is far behind. the residential area in 
the percentage of expansion and development. 

From all indications, growth during the 
1950-1960 decade will exceed the 47 per cent 
record of the previous 10 years. The new free- 
way will be in operation by the fall of 1954 
and the high speed route to Los Angeles is 
likely to result in a new residential building 
spurt here. 

Owners of business property should realize 
that increased families here means increased 
demand for business services and merchan- 
dise. With further increases certain, what will 
happen if local business buildings are not mod- 
ernized and expanded? 





More For Taxes than For 
Food and Clothing 


Now that March 15 is over, it may be timely 
to observe that the average person pays more 
in taxes than he does for food and clothing. 
In 1951, total federal, state and local taxes, 
direct and hidden, came to $84,600,000,000. 
In the same year the total of all food and 
clothing purchases added up to $81,000,000,000. 
We have reached the point where the tax 
burden is the largest single item of expense 
to most American families. 


What are we going to do about it? 

One method would be to cut all public 
spending to the absolute minimum. Economy 
is essential in Washington, in Sacramento, in | 
the county seat—and in every other tax-spend- 
ing agency. 

“Taxpayers Dollar’, a publication of the 
U. S. chamber of commerce, recently had this 
to say: 

“Economy in Washington is possible only if | 
the people back home genuinely want it and | 
work for it. There are two ke in which the | 
people can work for economy: 

“First, they can see that no pressures are | 
put on the government for more spending. Al- | 
most everybody wants economy but almost | 
everybody also has some pet projects on which | 
he thinks federal money ought to be spent. | 
The nation’s budget is made up of many of | 
these projects—a million for this and a million | 
ior that. By refraining from such pressures and 
by urging others to do the same, the people | 
back home can ease the burden on the tax- 
payer. | 

“Second, they can urge action for economy | 
on the government, both in the executive 
branch and in Congress. ... Federal spending | 
and taxes are certainly among the foremost 
concern of every citizen.” 

In the long run people get the kind of) 
government they want and deserve—whether 
it be economical, efficient or wasteful and cor- | 
rupt. If we are to have econoiny, the “pres- 
sure” and the “local” request for federal aid 
must be abandoned. And not a dollar of pub- 
lic money should be spent unless it is abso- 
lutely essential.

To The Public Served By 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA EDISON COMPANY 


The following is copy of a letter which we have sent to all employees of Southern California Edison Company: 


The wage issue in this continuing Strike, and the ex- 
planation of why it is impossible for Management to go 
beyond the offer of liberal increase already accepted by the 
C.I.0. Union, is further dealt with in ads appearing in the 
papers on Monday, March 16th or Tuesday, March 17th. 

In this letter I want to return to and to deal, I hope 
finally, with the compulsory Union membership or “Union 
Security” issue. We continue to hear from some of you, who 
have not returned to work, as well as from others, the fear 
expressed that Management may yet “give” on this issue 


and that you will be confronted with the danger of penalties 
which these Union: Leaders might then have the power to 
impose upon you for your loyalty to your job. 

The purpose of this letter is to remove once and for all 
any doubt or fear that the present management of this 
Company will ever consent to the imposition upon you of 
compulsory Union:membership. 

First of all, we refuse to do something which we do not 
have the right to do, under the excuse that we “could get 
away with it”; that “it is the easier way out”;.that “the 
public would rather have you impose Union membership on 
your employees than to be bothered, threatened and incon- 
venienced by a strike”; and that “the governmental author- 
ities will O.K. the Union Shop if you say the word.” All of 
those arguments have been made to us. Then they were 
backed up with the force, the threat of violence, and the 
great public injury which this strike represents. 

THAT WHICH IS DEMANDED IS WRONG AND 
THE USE OF FORCE’AND VIOLENCE (THE UNCON- 
TROLLABLE POWER OF A STRIKE), TO GET EE 
MAKES IT DOUBLY WRONG. 

The great majority of Edison men and women. and we 
are sure that (under a secret ballot) the great majority of 
the Union’s members, are and would be against being com- 
pelled to join a Union. 

As for the Managers of the Edison Company, we realize 
it would be much easier at this moment to say yes and thus 
get rid of the strain of this Strike and purchase a little more 
time at. the expense of the freedom of our fellow-employees. 
We would still have our jobs. 

For years now, business managers have given way in the 
face of threats of force. The managers could always ration- 
alize and justify their action by arguments which, essentially, 
amount to saying that might niakes right, and that the easier

way is the better way. To some extent, we of the Edison 
Company may have been guilty in the past of going along 
with similar arguments and giving in under pressures. 

BUT ALWAYS THERE COMES A TIME WHEN TO 
YIELD FURTHER IS TO SURRENDER. IN OUR 
OPINION, THIS IS SUCH A TIME. HERE IS WHERE 
WE MUST TAKE A STAND. WE CANNOT AND WE 
WILL NOT SELL OUT THE LOYAL, HARD-WORKING, 
CONSCIENTIOUS PUBLIC SERVANTS WHO WORK 
WITH US IN THIS COMPANY, AND WHO ARE NOW 
WORKING LONG, ARDUOUS AND VERY TIRING 
HOURS TO KEEP SERVICE GOING, WHILE THEY 
ARE SAYING TO MANAGEMENT: “HOLD THAT 
LINE; DO NOT SELL US OUT TO THIS LITTLE 
GROUP OF IRRESPONSIBLE UNION LEADERS.” 
OUR ANSWER, WE REPEAT, IS, “WE CANNOT AND 
WE WILL NOT DO SO.” 

These men have forced this strike not to remedy any 
wrong, not to attempt to correct some injustice, great or 
small; but simply and purely to get more power for them- 
selves. 

Since, we understand, consent of Management is neces- 
sary for this Union to get what it is asking, it is Management 
who would bear the responsibility for doing this great in- 
justice to our fellow-workers. 

We cannot give that which is not ours: and the freedom 
of our employees is not ours to give. To consent to this grab 
for power by these men who have shown themselves desper- 
ate and reckless enough to call this strike, which threatens 
health, safety and welfare, would be a betrayal which is 
simply unthinkable. 

This is not heroics. This is not a grandstand play. This 
is simple common sense and “square-dealing,”—a stand 
taken by men who will, I assure you, never give in to these 
men in face of these threats, and now, speaking for myself 
only, I will further assure you that I will resign my position 
as President of this Company before I will give my consent. 
In other words, if the consent of the President of this Com- 
pany is required in order to impose compulsory Union mem- 
bership upon the employees of the Company, that consent 
if it is ever obtained will be obtained from some President 
other than the undersigned.
